CHOP AVERAGES. 


The statiutican of the department o 


Agriculture reports a further extensio 
of the corn area, by about one and one 
half million acres, an increase of 2 pe 
cent, over last year. A marked adranc 
is noted in the district between the Mis 
Bissippi and the Rocky mountains an 
there is considerable increase in th 
cotton States. 
The season has beo: 


fairly favorable both for planting an 
growth. The condition of winter when 


/on the 1st of Jcly was 83.4, a reductio 


since the June report of 1.4. There ha 
been a heavy decline in jp.unsas, a ma 
torial redaction in California, with sow 
loss in several of the Southern States 
Some of the remainder gained a poin 
or so and others lost. The cinch bn 
has wrought some damage. Inmost o 
the Western States, -where the hurveste 
grain is thrashed, the results are vona 
ble, with plnmp, sound gram in som 
localities and shrunken berry indicate! 
in otherr. 


There ia reported a somewhat seriou 


decline in the condition of Spring wheal 
largely from the prevalence of _oinch 
bugs. The general average is 79.3, 
decline of eight points duriog the month 
The cinch bag, Hessian fly and grass 
hopper in the North-west and the join 
worm in West Virginia have all aide 
in the reduction of the wheat yield. 


The average condition of Winter ry 


is 88; Spring vye, 8i.3; showing a de 
clino in condition since last report. 


The average for barley is likewise re 


duced to 82.8 from 88.9 last month, 
decline mainly in the West. 


A reduction appears in oats from 9 


in Jane, to 95.9, due Co drought and in 
sect lavrtges, the heaviest in Kentucky 
Illinois, Wisconsin and States West o 
the Mississippi. 


There has been an increase of 2.7 pe 


cent, in the acreage of potatoes; th 
largest rate of advance is in Dakota 
Kansas and Nebraska, The average i 
03 which is little below the July aver 
ago of the previous three years. 


There is apparently a decline of abou 


1.6 in the tobaoco area. 


The status of the cotton crop hn 


not declined since the last report. 


The matter of the listing and taxing 


the odd sections of land within the rail 
road grant limits effects more than the 
interest of the several counties through 
•which the C. P. K. R. passes. The en 
tire State is interested, because sh 
would receive her pro rata of the fund 
coming from this source, which in a 
short time would reduce the rate of tax 
ation for State purposes. This being so 
any Assessor who is in donbt as to his 
duty in the premises should consult the 
District Attorney of his county as to 
•what is proper. The question being one 
which will effect the revenue of the State 
and several counties of the State, the 
opinion of the Attorney General should 
be solicited. General Alexander can 
fathom the matter and if called upon by 
those in power would give an opinion 
which would command respect at home 
and abroad. What the JOURNAL desires 
is light on this mutter which is so mater- 
ial to the railroad company and the State. 
We believe the opinion of General Alex- 
ander can be reached by some of the 
several Assessors interested appealing 
to the District Attorney of his county, 
and that officer by reason of the direct 
interest the State has, appealing to the 
Attorney General for his views.

The State Central Committe of th 


American Forty, of California, hits is 
sued the following address and plat 
form: 


The American party, called into ex 


istence to repel the invasions of danger 
ons enemies that threaten the safety o 
the country, and who imperil the ex 
istence of republican government withi 
its. borders, makes no apology for its or 
ganization. 
It is the party of cationa 


defense, called upon to perform datie 
which through cowardice and indiffer 
enoe, have been avoided by both th 
historical parties of the country. Th 
institutions of our country are 
danger of being destroyed by a class o 
alien people who are ignorant of thei 
cost and 
indifferent to their value 


They have taken violent possession o 
the ballot box and assured control an 
management of the political offices o 
the nation. Criminals, paupers, vaga 
bonds and political adventurers ar 
swarming to the country in dangeron 
numbers, till, emboldened by thei 
strength, they have combined to direc 
and control our public affairs. Encour 
aged by rival political support, they ar 
aided by corrupt practices to becom 
electors, zealous partisans and corrup 
party judges aid them in their crimina 
efforts to break down the laws, in thei 
haste to become citizens, and when en 
rolled as such, they are encouraged b 
rival parties to demand possession o 
official positions, the duties of whicl 
they are mentally and morally unquali 
lied to discharge. To such an exten 
have these practices been carried, tha 
we find the land mfosted with an ignor 
ant and criminal population which ha 
become dangerous to the welfare of ih 
country, bringing ignorance to oor Ju 
dicial bench, ami demoralization t 
every branch of our Government. Th 
respectable native-born American citi 
zens, and the respectable and honorab! 
class of intelligent adopted foreign-born 
citizens deem it necessary to combin 
for purposes of self-defense, and for th 
preservation of republican form of gov 
ernment, into a political parly. 
Th 


first object of this party is patriotism 
to preserve the 
institutions of the 


country from destruction, and to main 
tain the laws from violation by this in 
cursion of • European barbaries, and t 
maintain order and good government in 
the country is the primary object of th 
Aineiioan purty. 
We invite to this or 


ganization all intelligent and honorable 
men o! all nationalities, all religious be 
liefs, and from all parties and all sec 
lions of our country. This party of the 
people has no leaders as yet; it is an 
army of fighting men in process of or 
ganization, awiutmg recruits in order ti 
observe who of the rank and file shnl 
first display in action the genius an> 
courage to entitle them to promotion 
from the ranks to the responsibility an 
authority of command. This couven 
tion is for the purpose of organization 
and enlistment. 
All honest citizens, o 


whatever nationality or religion, vrh< 
are Americans in sentiment acknowl 
edging their first allegiance to the law 
and Constitution of the Government o 
the United States, are entitled to enroll 
ment in its ranks, and to participation 
in all the honors and offices, except tha 
of the President, that may come from 
its triumphs and its victories. 
Ameri 


cans of alien birth, who reoogniza obedi 
ence to the laws and fealty to the Con 
stitutiou as their first and paramoun 
duty, and with honest purpose have for 
sworn their civil allegiance to all foreign 
political powers, civil and ecclesiastical 
are entitled, in alliance with American 
of native birth, to rule America. Thi 
Republican commonwealth has for the 
underlying principle of its Governmen 
that the majority must rule. All citi 
zens have equal voice in the onactmen 
of laws, in the selection of magistrates 
und iii choice of all executive and ad 
ministrative officers. 
It therefore fol- 


lows that all must yield unquestioned 
obedience to the laws so long os they 
are rightfully administered and unh 
they are legally changed. Labor has no 
rights outside of the law. Wealth has 
no prerogatives above it. 
The rights o 


individuals are higher than the privilege 
of classes. Freedom of opinion and Us 
proper expression are sacred. The own- 
eiship of property is inviolable. 


This convention, called for the par- 


pose of organizing an American party in 
the State of California, declares itself 
in favor of the following principles 
'Frst, all citizens of native birth and all 
who have become citizens by adoption, 
who are of good moral character and 
who are loyal to the government of tae 
Dnited States of America and obedient 
to the laws, who as native citizens, ac- 
knowledge no other or higher authority 
Shan the Constitution of the United 
States and the Constitution of the State 
in which they reside, and \iho, by the 
process of naturalization, have in good 
'aith forsworn their allegiance to every 
civil and ecclesiastical authority of a for- 
eign character, are entitled to become 
members of the American party, 
to 


equal participation in all its privileges 
ind to partake of all 
it-) 
benefits.

ndustrial or mechanical pursuit. 
The 


American party is in favor of the im- 
medintejf.nd unconditional repeal of all 
naturalization laws, reserving the rights 
)f all who have in good faith declared 
heir intention of becoming American 
itizens, allowing them to complete 
heir legal process of naturalization, 
'hern shall be no interference with our 
resent non-sectarian free schools sys- 
em of education; no interference by 
ny church or religious organization in 
he politics of the country; there shall 
e no connection of any character what- 
ver between church and state, and all 
olitioal controversies of whatever char- 
cter, existing in other countiiee, shall 
ot become the subject of agitation or 
onsideration in the United States of 
America. The non-resideut alien shall 


ot be entitled to oar lands ia the United 
tat as, nor permitted to receive the 
ame by inheritance; and none bat 
itizens shall be authorized to acquire 
tie to any part of the public domain, 
r to the enjoyment, use or occupancy 
f the Dame. Laws shall be passed 


compelling all citizens to exercise th 
privilege of the elective franchise, pro 
Tiding penalties for the avoidance o 
non-performance of that doty. All la 
bor organizations or trade unions oul 
side .the lav, or which undertake t 
bring ebout results of an unlawfi 
character should be discountenanced 
and by every lawful means discouragec 
Every American citizen is entitled to ob 
tain labor, or follow any industrial pur 
suit without the interference or bin 
drance of any illegal .organization, an 
every American boy or girl has the righ 
to be apprenticed to any trade, or t 
follow any lawful calling, without th 
hindrance or dictation of any trad 
union or mechanical guild. The "boy 
cott" is an alien and cowardly device 
the growth and transplant of foreign 
soil, and shall find no favor or indul 
gence by an American party. Th 
American party of the State of Cali 
forma, composed of the better am 
higher elements of American civiliza 
tion; embracing the intelligence, th 
moral excellence and the patriotism o 
that portion of the American people re 
siding in this State, does not think i 
necessary at this period of its orgau; 
zation to take issue or define its posi 
tion upon all questions of public im 
portance that are now being considered 
Its members -must necessarily diffe 
upon many subjects now under dis 
cussion, coming as they do from 
raot! 


the great national parties, from all sec 
tions of the Union, it is proper that, ai 
a party, they confine themselves to thi 
expression of such opinions only as ari 
necessary to define their position, and 
as they deem essential to their distinc 
live political organization. With th 
past differences that led to the Civi 
War the American party had nothing tc 
do. The war is ended, and we nr 
a^aia a union of States at peace will 
each other, having only a common dutj 
—viz., to preserve our country, and al 
of it, from all its enemies, foreign am 
domestic. Whether we shall become 
the part of a great national part; 
charged with the consideration of grea 
national questions depends on th 
fature, and upon circumstances beyonc 
pur control. We shall bold onrsolve 
in readiness to become a part of th 
great army of national defense when 
we are called upon to perform tha 
pattiotic duty, and if we are ever sum 
moned to participate in the councils o 
a national American party we shall be 
prepared to do our duty. Till that time 
comes we forego expression of opinion 
upon a multitude of questions that ar 
national in their character. There are 
also, many questions of local importance 
that we leave in abeyance till such time 
as we are required to give expression 
upon them with a view to their practi 
cal solution. Our first necessity is or 
gauizatfon. 
We organize as Americans 


to assert our right to home rule o 
America by Americans, not doubting 
our ability to meet and determine an; 
and every question, local or' national 
that may present itself for the cocsid 
era tion of tha party in the future.

view oi the national organization tha 
will be convened for the nomination o 
President and Vice President of the 
United States, the Executive Committee 
shall bo authorized to appoint delegate 
thereto, and to enroll the' American 
Party of California in the American 
National Party of the United States.
